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The Supreme court Wednesday of lost 

'■week decided the John McBrido appeal 

•case, holding that the local' option law 

-which was passed by the legislature 'last 

.year is constitutional in every, respest. 

• The court was unanimous in its decision. 

Every point on which the law was attacked 

was gone into by the conrt*. Every section 

' of the law was pronounced valid by the 

-court. 

Tho Supreme cout holds that the law's 
•title is not defective; that tho law doc? not 
confiscate property, because the saloon- 
keeper invests in furniture and fixtures 
knowing thut be ia ' liable to have his 
license revoked at any time under the old 
law. It holds also that tbe new law does 
not create any new offenses. 

The court also decides that the United 
Stales stamp is prima facie evidence that a 
inan is engaged in the sale of liquor; that 
in case of. elections without notice, for 
which the law provides, such election^ if 
held, <would be invalid; but that this does 
not invalidate the act itself. 

The legislature may create districts like 
a county or township, and i Mho voters 
in .the district decide -that intoxicating 
liquors ! shall not be sold in .the district, 
then a village or city in this district created 
can-not permit the sale of liquor, says the 
- deciBien. Tho sale of liquor for medicinal 
purposes by druggist* is never regarded 
as the saloon business, adds the court. 

The Supreme court holds that when a 
man gets a saloon licenseand can not use 
it, the municipality issuing the license is 
morally bound, through not before the pas- 
sage of tho law, legally bound, to pay it 
back to him. , - y .

Tho decision fell herd upon the repre- 
sentatives of the United Societies, who are 
here demanding that state democrats favor 
tbe repeal. of the law. The Antisaloon. 
league jubilantly declares that tbo decision 
. means country option at the next legisla- 
ture. , 

The court decided. that a township may 
control tho liquor business in all its bor- 
ders, 

The decision is based -on the, case of 
People vs. MoBride, a saloonkeeper <£ 
Randolph "county, who openly ran his 
saloon in violation of the law to test the 
statute, and was fined by a justce. The 
case was appealed to the Supreme court, 
where the law was attacked by lawyers 
representing the breweries and distilleries 
and supported by attorneys for the Anti- 
saloon league. , 

The right to create anti-saloon territory 
is unquestioned, saya the court, and *can 
not be qualified or restricted in any senso. 

; Tho right of a municipal city to vote 
' itself "wet" after its township baa-voted 
*|dry" was not brought intotbe-case. . The 
rights of drugstores under thiB law and 
tho possession of an excise stamp being 
considered prima- facio evidence of g u t 
are two, other important questions not 
raised. The main questions was whether

SERIOUS ACCIDENT 

TIES UP 
WAUKEGAN 

Following the killing of two men and 
the injury of three others by the bursting 
ofafirwheel in the plant of the- Wnuke- 
gan Electric company, the town was* crip- 
pied Thursday. Business was at a stand- 
still, and several fncjoriea and othpr places 
closed down because of the absence of el- 
ectric power. - 

Hundreds of men and- women found 
themselves without embloyment when they 
reported for work. The electric light Ber-.- 
yice had been ruined.. 

Tho accident was ona of the most serious 
that has occurred in the north shore city. 
Huge parts of the big flywheel weighing 
several tons crashod through the brick 
walls of the powerhouse, sailed nearly two 
blocks at terrific speed, spreading death 
and injury on the way. " 

The dead are, J. H. Jensen, manager 
telephone exchange at Wauto-gan, hit by 
a piece of the wheel, died at tbe hospital. 
Joseph Paddock, private po.liceman, stand- 
ing a.blo'ck from the plant, struck by a 

huge part of flywheel, killed instantly.

Sunday was the eighty-ninth anniversary 
of tho beginning of Odd Fellowship in 
America, .but tbo Antioch lodge did npt 
have any special observation of the occa- 
sion. In eleven years lees than a century 
the American fraternal order has grown to 
hundreds of thousands of members. It has 
grand lodges in every state and territory: ot 
,tho union and has flowed over the boun- 
daries to the countries of iho old world 
and to the islands of the Pacific ocean. It 
has founded homes for the indigent mem- 
bers of tho order and for the widows and 
orphans of deceased members. It has dis- 
bursed immense 6ums in chnrity nnd is one 
of the most fraternal orders of the country; 
In ape it stands next to the Masonic order 
and in good works it is -at least a close 
second. 

The first Odd, Fellows lodge in America 
was organized' April 26, 1819, in the city 
of Baltimore, by Thomas Wildey nnd four 
other Englishmen who had just come to 
America from their nntive country, when 
they were members of what was called the 
Manchester Unity, an organization in 
which the, Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows was founded. It was intended at 
first as merely a social organization of 
local character, hut the .idoa appealed'to 
others, and it was not long before tho 
lodge had largelv increased in member- 
ship and other, lodges we're founded. > 
It was not long Insfore the new order 
spread to neighboring states and in a com- 
paratively short time it had grown to such 
on extent that a grand lodge and n supreme 
lodgowero established to direct the order 
and weld it into an instrument of great 
good to humanity. Thomas Wildey, 
founder of the^order, was made the recog- 
nized from the first as the head of tho 
sovereign supremo lodge and held that 
exalted position for many years. 

The lodge proper confers five degrees 
upon members. A higher branch of the 
order is encampment to which all members 
of subordinate lodges who have attained 
the fifth or' scarlet degree are eligible The 
encampment has three degrees and has in 
each jurisdiction a " grand encampment, 
corresponding to the grand lodge. 

There iB also a uniformed branch known 
as the Patriarchs Militant, whoso diver- 
sions are styled cantons, and to which all 
encampment members of* the highest, 
or royal purple. 'degree aro eligible. . 

The Odd Fellows also has a degree of 
Rebekah to which- wives, widows, sisters 
and daughters of Odd Fellows are eligible 
and also all Odd Fellows thouiBolves This 
was the first fraternal order in America to 
extend., the benefits cf membership to 
women and the degree of Rebekah is sur- 
prisingly strong, bnving also its higher 
lodges and legislating for itself within cer- 
tain lines. 



With an open razor in his hand Wednes- 
day morning Hans Anderson of Whitney 
street, Winthrop Harbor, III., drove his 
wife and children into the woods and then 
returning into his house cut his throat 
from ear to ear. ' ' 

Hia body weltering in its own blood was 
found in the- farm houBe by neighbors to 
whom tho wife and children appealed for 
aid and at three Wednesday afternoon 
Deputy Coroner Conrad held ihe inquest. 

The fortunate thing about it is tbat 
Anderson d'|d not attempt to kill his fam- 
ily, as his deed was that of a maniac. 

Forty-eight years old, he resided on the 
state line on one of the.Schneider places 
until two or three years ago when be went 
to Kenosha. 

Just after he had built a hou?e fhere he 
went insane and was twice committed to 
and discharged from asylums, finally re- 
turning to Winthrop Harbor, where he has 
made his home for three wepks.

SUCCUMBS 

TO PNEUMONIA 

Word was received here oh Friday morn- 
ing of last week, of tbe death of Wm. 
Young, *hich ; occurred at the Jane Mc- 
Allister hospital on Thursday evening at 
about 6:30 o'clock. 

His death was due to a severe attack of 
pneumonia, from which he had been suf- 
fering for about two weeks. From the 
first it was evident that bis case .was a' 
very sertouB one and it was deemed ad- 
visable to convey him to Waukegan where 
he was placed in the hospital. 

The latter part of the past week, how- 
.ever he appeared to be much improved 
but toward evening Thursday he suddenly 
turned for tho worse nnd even before the 
change could be realized, with a sigh he 
sank back dead, expiring in the prepense 
of the hospital superintendent and two 
nurses.

Although he had a considerable amount ' 
of money hadden away in boxes, etc., al- 
though he held considerable stock in a 
coffee plantation; although be tried as 
hard as possible to tell his relatives about 
his financial investments when the death 
call was imminent, P. S. Williams of 1104 
W. Washington street, Waukegan, died 
Wednesday morning without having been 
able to reveal to his wife and three child- , 
ren where his money and stocks are and 
therefore they are perhaps left almost pen- 
niless. 

For days Williams had been trying to 
tell his family where his money and in- 
vestments were, but because of his condi- 
tion he was unable to impart the informa- 
tion to them'. 

A clairvoyant was called to the house 
from' Winnetka and everything possible. 
was done to get tbe man's mind into such 
a state that he could tell where the effects 
ore. ' 

But it was of no avail— he died without 
being able to tell what he so hard tried to f 
tell. • 

It was the most remarkable case of the 
kind that has ever occurred in Waukegan, 
perhapathere never before has.been a case 
of the kind inthis section. V 

Having kept his own counsel for years 
during his business transactions, Williams^ 
paid the penalty of being called away '• 
without being able* to give his family that ; 
which he, had worked all bis life to acquire 
—a comfortable sum of. money. He always 
kept things to himself and as tbe result, 
when he Rot into a condition where it was 
seen" the end was not far off, his relatives 
began to wonder how they would get 
knowledge of his affairs in case he should 
die.^ 

That Williams realized it himself is. 
shown by the determined and even pitiful 
effort which he made to tell. his .wife where 
he had hidden his money and in what 
plantation eompany he bad invested in 
stocks. 

He would say a word now and then and 
it caused- his relatives to eaorerly watch, 
him for further information, but after get- 
ting one or two words out of his month, 
his mind seemed unable to carry on the 
thoughts he was, trying to give out and 
thus things went on for days. 
^Day and night his relatives watched him 
as they saw his life ebbing away, it being 
realized that unles3 ho gave the informa- 
tion soon, he most .die and the family 
would be ignorant of where his money and 
stocks wore. 

Hoping against hope, the family resort- 
ed to all kinds of means, to induce him to 
tell, he was encouraged in every possible 
manner, but was unable to impart the. 
words which, according to appearances, he 
was trying to give to his family. 

He was unable to write them either,. not 
becauBe he could not write, but becauso he .\ 
seemed unable to concentrate his mind 
long enough on what he was trying .to do. 
Like when he tried to talk, he would 
write a word and it looked as if he were 
g.nng fo get it in- black and white,' but '■ 
after getting u .couplo of words down - > 
blankiieas would again croBa his face and * 
he would Bink back helpless - and hiB mind i •: 
gone for a time. , 

Paralysis is Baid to be the cause of tho~ ' 
man's trouble, although heart failure be- 
gan troubling him about a year ago. . His 
last sickness lasted about a month and dur- . 
ing that time his death was, expected at 
any time; : 

Williams was 55 years, and had been

New Orleans. — The totals of death, 
•misery and ruin caused in four south- 
ern states by Friday's tornadoes have 
come to hand in approximately cor- 
rect form. Briefly stated they are: 
Killed, about 350; injured, painfully 
or seriously, 1,200; homeless, several 
thousand. Towns reporting serlouB 
-wreckage, 46; habitations and busi- 
ness houses practically complete 
xulns in these towns, about 2,500. 

The above figures do not include the 
-urrcckago on plantations and farms, 
ccores of which were struck and dam- 
aged. 

The number oC dead may- never be 
linown accurately for the reason that 
about 300 of them were negroes and 
they were buried .in many communi- 
ties without careful records being 
made of their numbers. 

Course of the Tornadoes. 
By following the wreckage of towns 
-the general direction of the tornadoes 
^an be traced closely. Apparently the 
storm struck in threo separate cur- 
rents, each describing the arc of a 
circle and traveling toward the north- 
cast. The first of these struck through 
northern Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Tennessee before daylight Friday 
morning. The second appeared fur- 
ther south about seven o'clock In 
Louisiana and Mississippi. The third 
portion of tho storm appeared Friday 
afternoon, further south than either of 
its predecessors. This was the storm 
■which demolished Amite, La., and 
Purvis, Miss., the towns in which the 
wreckage was worst. 

Wlvy the fatalities were so unusual- 
ly large is apparent from a glance at 
'the photographs which have arrived

Queer Experiences Related.

Tnavc come many recitals of reniark-

At Amite, La., when the tornado ap- 
peared there were seven persons at 
the dinner table of Hamilton Warri- 
• er's homo, Including three children. 
*Ome of the diners, Claude Bennett, 
saw the whirling cloud in time to 
shout warning, and rushed out doors, 
but the others remained in the dining- 
room. The wind tore off two doors on 
opposite sides of the room and an as- 
tonishing procession of live and In- 
animate objects began to pass into the 
room through these doorways. First 
ciame a calf running before the wind. 
XTlic animal jumped over the dining 
rkilile and went out the opposite door. 
/If ut ward camo a horse which fol- 
1 lowed through the exit taken by the 
v calf. The three children sought refuge 
•,under tho Table and no one was In- 
jur e<L 

£ CStrsftay was a day of relief meas- 
ures throughout the wrecked district. 
The ruined towns have been visited 
by thousands of spectators, many of 
-whom went with a few dollars In their 
-pockets to .distribute among the 
mcedy. Sheds made from tho wreck- 
•age have become tho homes of hun- 
dreds. Small parties of men on horse- 
:back have gone through country dis- 
tricts-taking inventories of the assist- 
ance needed and. rendering aid where 
It was most necessary. At least a 
dozen funds have been started In as 
many cities and towns. 

Another Tornado Reported. 
TVloblle, Ala., Apr. 27.— A special 
'from Meridian, Miss., says that a dls- 
;astrous tornado passed through a 
sparsely settled section of east Missis- 
sippi south of that city late Sunday. 
Meridian also was visited by a re- 
markable wind, rain and hall storm, 
much damage being done to crops and 
•shrubbery. Reports from Causeyvllle 
say the main tornado passed seven 
.miles below that place. Timber prop- 
erties are reported almost devastated. 



Springfield, 111.-— Tho supreme court 
Thursday handed down an opinion In 
the John McBrlde appear case, hold- 
ing that the local option- law which 
was passed by the legislature last 
year is constitutional in eyery re- 
spect Tho court is unanimous in Its 
decision. Every point oh which the 
law was attacked is gone into by tho 
court, and no section of It but what 
Is pronounced valid by the supremo 
court. Tho supremo court holds that 
the title is not defective; that tho law 
does not inte'rfere with interstate com- 
merce; that it does not confiscate 
property, because the saloon keeper 
Invests in furniture and fixings 
knowing that ho Is liable to have his 
license revoked at any time under the 
old law, even, and that the now law 
does not create any new offenses. 

Tho higher court also holds that tho 
United States stamp is prima facie 
evidence that the man is engaged In 
the sale of liquor; that in case of elec- 
tions without notice, for which it pro- 
vides, such elections, if held, would be 
Invalid, but that this does not Invali- 
date tho act Itself. Tho supremo 
court holds that the legislature may 
creato districts like a county or town- 
ship, and that if tho voters in the 
district shall decide that intoxicating 
liquors shall not bo sold in the dis- 
trict then a village or city in this dis- 
trict created cannot permit the sale 
of liquor. Tho salo of liquor . for 
medicinal , purposes by druggists is 
never regarded as the saloon business, 
says tho supreme court. 

Regarding the returning of the sa- 
loon licenses creating a debt, the su- 
preme court holds that when a man 
gets a saloon license and cannot uso 
it, the municipality issuing the licenso 
is morally bound, though not before 
the passage of the law, legally bound, 
to pay it back to him. 

One of the prinefpal objections was 
that the law permits the legislature to 
delegate legislative powers to the peo- 
ple by permitting people In localities 
to adopt tho law. The supreme court 
says that from the beginning to tho 
end tho supremo court of this state 
has held that to bo legal.

DUC DE CHAULNES IS DEAD. 



Husband of Theodora Shonts Suc- 
cumbs to Heart Disease. 

Paris. — in the presence of his bride 
of less than three months, Emmanuel 
Theodore Bernard Marie d'Albert do 
Luynes d'Ailly, ninth duke of Chaulnes 
and of Plcqnlgny, and marquis of Dan- 
geau, died suddenly from heart fnlluro 
at 11 o'clock Thursday night In his 
apartments In the Hotel Langham, In 
tho Ituo Boccador. Tho physicians 
summoned to attend tho duke in his 
sudden seizure officially gave the 
cause of death as embolism of tha 
heart. • 

The duke for years had suffered 
from a weak heart and for some time 
had been subject to fainting "spells. 
Several times after his arrival hero 
he consulted Dr. Henri Iscovesco in 



an effort to obtain relief from his ail- 
ment. 

The duke and duchess, who was 
Miss Theodora Shonts, youngest 
daughter of Theodore P. Shouts of 
New York, were married In New York 
February 16 of this year. The wed- 
ding was a brilliant social function 
and the end of the brief honeymoon 
was sudden and tragic. Since the ar- 
rival of the couple here a month ago 
they had lived comparatively quietly 
at tho Hotel Langham, taking an oc- 
casional automobile ride In the aft- 
ernoon and in the evening dining with 
intimate friends or going to the the- 
ater. 



Warship Collided with American Liner 

St. Paul Off Isle of Wight— Blow 

to England's Navy. 

London. — The total number of dead 
and missing of the Gladiator's crew 
as a result of the collision between tho 
American liner St. Paul and tho Brit- 
ish cruiser, off tho Isle of Wight Satur- 
day, is 28. The admiralty late Sunday 
night issued a revised list of the 
names of the Gladiator victims, which 
Includes an additional death In the hos- 
pital, bringing the total of deaths 
known up to five. Twenty-three men 
nre missing according to the list, and 
six are suffering severe injuries. Tho 
secretary of the admiralty expresses 
fear that there are still eight others 
missing. 

The opinion among shipping men 
and naval officers and officials appears 
to be unanimous that the accident was 
unavoidable, being ono of tho chances 
of the sea which all seamen must risk. 

Coming so soon after tho loss of the 
torpedo boat destroyer Tiger, which 
was sunk by the cruiser Berwick off 
the Isle or Wight on April *3 last, 3G 
men being drowned, the sinking of the 
Gladiator is a severe blow to the Brit- 
ish navy. 

Southampton. — Interesting details 
concerning the collision between the 
St. Paul and tho cruiser Gladiator 
were told by various of the passengers 
on the liner. J. T. Hlllls of London, 
speaking of tho delay In lowering 
boats from tho St. Paul, said:

Washington.— Conditions In both tho 
aenfit« and tho house wero such that 
tho asocial- messttgo of tho president, 
further outlining his views as to leg : 
Jslatlon, which was sent to congress 
Monday received but scant attention. 

The message arrived late In tho day 
and tho house was bo tied up under Its 
now rules that It could not officially 
receive tho message,- while the senate 
was In the midst of tho consideration 
of the naval, appropriation bill under 
the ten*mlnutes rule when the docu- 
ment reached that body,- Unlike the 
house, the senate permitted the for- 
mal presentation of the message, but 
by the time the naval bill had beon 
disposed of the hour was so late and 
the attendance so small that no at- 
tempt was made to read the docu- 
ment. 

Tho message in part: 

In my message to tho congress of 
March 25, 1908,. I outlined certain 
measures which I believe tho majori- 
ty of our ; countrymen desire to have 
enacted Into law at this time. These 
measures do not represent by any 
moans all that I would like to see 
done if I thought It possible, but they 
do represent what I believe can now 
be done If an. earnest effort toward 
This end Is made. 

Asks Injunction Legislation. 

First, as to the power of Injunction 
and of punishment for contempt. In 
contempt cases, save where Immediate 
action Is imperative, the trial should 
be before another judge. As regards 
Injunctions, some such legislation as 
that I have previously recommended 
should be. enacted. They are blind 
who fall to realize the. extreme, bitter- 
ness caused nmong large bodies of 
worthy citizens by the use that has 
been repeatedly made of the power of 
Injunction) in labor disputes. Those In 
whose Judgment wo have most right to 
trust ari^of tho opinion that while 
much of the'cdznplalnt against the use 
of tte Injunction 'Is unwarranted, yet 
th-6-.It Is unquestionably, true that In 
a number of cases this power has been 
d to the grave Injury of. the rights 
'^boring men. I ask that It be

. ft made to* destroy It. It is unwise 
: ubbornly to refuse to provide against 
..repetition of the abuses which have

(i ftyoy like ours it is idle to expect 
nently to thwart "the determlnn- 
f the great body of our citizens, 
y bo and often is the highest 
of a court, a legislature, or an 
tive, to resist and defy a gust 
ular passion; and most certainly 
JfAibllc servant, whatever may be 
I consequences to himself, should 
( 1 1 o what he thinks wrong. 
•'Decries Overuse of Injunction. 

But In a question which 1b em- 
phatically one of public policy, the 
policy which tho public demands is 
Bure In the end to be adopted; and a 
persistent refusal to grant to a large 
portion of our people what Is right Is 
only too apt In the end to result In 
causing such Irritation that when the 
right Is obtained it is obtained in the 
loufac of a movement so 111 considered 
and violent as to be accompanied by 
much that is wrong. The process of 
Injunction in labor disputes, as well 
bs where state laws are Involved, 
should bo used sparingly, and, only 
rhen there Is the clearest necessity 
It; but it Is one so necessary to 
ie efficient performance of duty by 
e court on behalf of the nation that 
Is In the highest degree to" bo re- 
retted that It should bo liable to rec-k- 
s use; for this reckless use tends 
mako honest men desire so to ham- 
er Its oxccutlon as to destroy its use- 
ilneBS. 

Would Strengthen Trust Law. 
Tho strengthening of the anti-trust 
a* Is demanded upon both moral and 
conomlc grounds. Our purpose In 
rengthenlng it Is to secure more ef« 
Jctlve control of the national govern- 
t over the business use of tho vast 
asses of individual, and especially, 
corporate, wealth', which at the pros- 
it time monopolize most of the In- 
state business of the country; and 
believe the control can best bo 
rclsod by preventing the growth of 
ses, rather than merely by trying 
lestroy them when thoy have al- 
>' grown. In the highest sense of 
ord this movement for thorough 
ol of tho business use of this 
wealth is conservative! We are 
.to steer a* safe middle course, 
alone con save us from a pluto- 
claas government on the one 
hiifl or a socialistic class govern- 
on the otlfer, either of which 
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Jvldencc of a Paper, Trust, 
f ifiilngton.— Evidence ' tending to 
rti<M»nt there has been unity of ac- 
tioi'» on K paper mills In tho matter 
oivfg the price of paper, as well as 
an umrstnndlng that, none of thorn 
ahUffil to the customer of -another.;.

■ would be fraught with disaster to our 
free Institutions, state' and national. 
Wo are frying to avoid alike the evils 
which would • flow from government 
ownorshlp of the public utilities ' by 
which Interstate commerce' is . chiefly 
carried on, and the evils which flow 
from the riot and chaos of unrestrict- 
ed Individualism.. There is grave 
dange? to our free institutions in the 
corrupting Influence exercised by 
great wealth suddenly concentrated 
In tho hands of the few. Wo should In 
sane manner try to remedy' this dan- 
ger, In spite of the sullen opposition 
of these few -very powerful men, and 
with the full purpose to protect them 
in all their rights, at the very time 
that wo require them ,to deal- right- 
fully with others. 

Need National incorporation. 
No Judicial tribunal has tho knowl- 
edge or experience to determine in the 
first place whether a given combina- 
tion is advisable or necessary In the 
Interest of the public. Some body, 
whether a commission, or a bureau 
under, the department of commerce 
and labor, should bo given this power. 
My- personal belief. Is that ultimately 
we shall have to adopt a national In- 
corporation law, though I am well 
aware that this may be Impossible at 
present. Over the actions Of the ex- 
ecutive body in which the power is 
placed tho courts should possess mere- 
ly a power of review analogous to that 
obtaining In connection with the work 
of the Interstate commerce commis- 
sion at present. To confer this power 
would not be a leap In the dark; It 
would merely be to carry still further, 
the theory of effective governmental' 
control of corporations which was re- 
sponsible for the creation of the Inter- 
state commerce commission and for 
the enlargement of Its powers, and for 
.thejcreatlon of the bureau of corpora- 
tions. 

Labor Unions Exempted. 
*So far as labor Is engaged In produc- 
tion only, Its claims to be exempted 
from the anti-trust law are sound. 
This would substantially cover the 
right of laborers to combine, to strike' 
peaceably, and to enter Into trade 
agreements with the employers. But 
when labor undertakes In a wrongful 
manner to prevent tho, distribution and 
sale of the products of labor, as by 
certain forms of the boycott, It has left 
the field of production, and Its action 
may plainly be In restraint of inter- 
state trade, and must necessarily be 
subject to; Inquiry, exactly as In the 
case of any other combination for the 
same purpose, so as to determine 
whether such action Is contrary to 
sound public policy. The heartiest en- 
couragement should be given to the 
wage-workers to form labor unions 
and to enter Into agreements with 
their employers; and their right to 
strike, so long as they act peaceably,- 
must be preserved. But we should 
sanction neither a boycott nor a black- 
list which would be illegal at common 
law, • . 

The measures I advocate are In the* 
interest both of decent corporations 
and of lawabid|ng labor unions. They 
nre, moreover, preeminently In the 
interest of tho public, for In my judg- 
ment tho American people have defi- 
nitely made up their minds that the 
days of the reign of the great law- 
defying and law-evading corporations 
are over, and that from this time oh 
tho mighty organizations of capital 
necessary for the transaction of busi- 
ness under modern conditions, while 
encouraged so long as they act/ hon- 
estly and In the interest of the gen- 
eral public, are to be subjected to care- 
ful supervision and regulation of a 
kind bo offectlvo as to Insure their 
acting In the interest of the people as 
a whole. 

Hits .Titled American Women. 
Among tho many, kinds of evil, so- 
cial, Industrial and political, which It 
Is ourtluty as a natIon*sternly to com- 
bat, there Is hone at tho same time 
more base and more dangerous than 
the greed which treats the plain and 
simple rules of honesty with cynical 
contempt If thoy Interfere with mak- 
ing a profit; and as a nation wo can- 
not be* hold guiltless If wo condone 
Buch action. The man who preaches 
hatred of wealth honestly acquired, 
who Inculcates envy and Jealousy and 
slanderous 111 will toward those of his 
follows who by thrift, energy and In- 
dustry have become men of means, Is 
a menace to tho community. But his 
counterpart In evil is to bo found in 
that particular kind of multimillionaire 
who Is almost the least enviable, and 
Ib certainly one of tho least admirable, 
of all our citizens; a man of whom 
It has been well said that his face 
has grown hard and cruel while his 
body has grown soft; whoso son. Is a 
fool and his daughter a foreign, prin- 
cess; whose nominal pleasures ore nt 
best those of tasteless and extrava- 
gant luxury, and whose real delight, 
whose real life work, Is the accumula- 
tion, and use of power, in Its most sor- 
did and least elevating form. In the. 
chaos of an absolutely unrestricted 
commercial Individualism under mod- 
ern conditions, this is a type that be- 
comes prominent as inevitably as the 
marauder baron became prominent In 
the physical chaos of the dnrk ages. 
Wo are striving. for legislation to min- 
imize the abuses which give' this type 
its flourishing prominence.

While they are at 
the receiving home the "making oviir" 
process is carried on, and "experleiico 
has shown that but a single month's 
training can so Improve the appear- 
ance, manners, -habits* arid character 
of a child that any American house- 
hold. will be willing to receive It. Tho 
Du Quoin home is a model building;, 
plans for wlp*ch were exhibited at the 
St. Louis fair, receiving commenda- 
tion from both American and European 
sociologists. It stands & the center 
of a five-acre tract on the east sjde 
of the city donated by S. B. Eaton of 
this place. Tho building is of brick 
In the colonial stylo Of architecture 
and has beds for 24 children. Like the 
three other receiving stations of thu 
society throughout the state it is con- 
ducted on home lines, with none of tho 
rules and regulations of the old-time 
orphan asylum, -

SENATE FIRST V0TE8 AGAINST 
FOUR NEW BATTLESHIPS. 



DEBATE HAS BEEN WARM 



Allison Reveals Understanding Among 

Leaders That Two Big Warships 

Shall Be Authorized Each 

Year. 



Washington.— By an overwhelming 
vote, President Roosevelt's four battle- 
ship program failed in the senate' Mon- 
day, just as It did In the house. Tho 
amendment for four battleships was 
introduced by Senator .Piles, and the 
fight for Its adoption waa led by Sena- 
tor Deveridge. 

Twenty-three votes were caBt for 
the increased program, the number 
largely being made up of recently 
elected senators. Fifty senators voted 
to support the house and the recom- 
mendation of the senate naval commit- 
tee In favor of building only two bat- 
tleships. 

\ The debate on the battleship amend- 
ment lasted three dayB, to the exclu- 
sion of all other matters. It was be- 
gun by Senator Beverldge with an 
eloquent appeal for the support of the 
president and a suggestion that the 
larger navy might be needed for war. 
Members of the committee upbraided 
the Indiana senator for this veiled hint 
of war with another country, and 
sought to make him admit that he 
meant Japan. At times the discussion 
came near becoming acrimonious, es- 
pecially 'sharp exchanges occurring be- 
tween Senators Aldrlch and Beverldge. 

It was developed by Senator Allison 
during the debate that there Is a well- 
defined understanding among the sen- 
ate leaders for the authorization of 
two battleships each year, uatll the 
American navy Ib regarded as suffi- 
cient to meet any demands that may 
be made upon it. 

As Anally passed, the bill carries ap- 
propriations aggregating $123,115,659, 
and provides for the construction of 
two battleships and two colliers- and 
the purchase of three additional col- 
liers, tho construction of submarines 
and other necessary craft, and in- 
creases the pay of officers and enlisted 
men, as well as increasing both the 
pay and strength , of the marine 
corps. 



WOMAN SLAIN WITH AX. 



Brutal Murder In Brownville, N. Y. — 
Two Arrests Made. 

Waterlown, N. Y. — What Is appar- 
ently a most brutal murder was dis- 
covered late Monday in the manufac- 
turing village of Brownville, four 
miles west of this city. The victim 
was Mrs. Sarah Brennan, wife of Pat- 
rick Brcnnan, a paper maker, and a 
highly respected resident of the little 
place. 

The body of Mrs. Brennan, frightful- 
ly hacked with an ax and the Bkull 
crushed In, was found tightly packed 
In a large trunk at her home. Near 
the trunk a bloody ax was found. The 
police claim to have already solved 
the mystery of tho woman's death 
through a confession which, It is al- 
leged, they have obtained. 

According to tho police, tho murdor 
was done s In a hotel formerly known 
as the Barton house, 'which Is located 
near the Brennan home. The motive 
the offlcors allege was robbery. 

Pending further inquiry into the 
case, the police have taken into cus- 
tody Jamee Farmer and his wife, who 
are neighbors of the Brenaans. 



IMPORTANT RULING IN IOWA. 



Attorney General Says Corporations 
Cannot Retail Liquor. 



Des Moines, la. — In passing on the 
application of the' Co-operative Com- 
pany of Sioux City for a state permit 
to issue stock, Attorney General Byers 
Monday ruled that such a permit 
should not bo granted because the 
proposed corporation expected to en- 
gage in the retnlllng of intoxicating 
liquors. He declared that it Is clear 
from the mulct laws of the state the 
legislature- never Intended that a cor- 
poration should engage In the retail 
sale of intoxicating liquors, but that 
the laws contemplate that the business 
shafl be confined to individuals solely, 
so that there may be Individual, not 
corporate, responsibility under the 
law. 

The decision is one of the most im- 
portant in years and will precipitate 
much litigation. 



Choate Is for Taft. 
New York. — Joseph H. Choate Mon- 
dny announced his acceptance of the 
vice-presidency of the Taft organiza- 
tion of tho state of New York. Mr.
